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MONTICELLO CEMETERY DISTRICT 
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On 14 March 2005, the Spanish Flat Water District, Monticello Cemetery District, and Napa County 
(jointly known as “Discharger”) were issued a second revision of Monitoring and Reporting Program 
(MRP) No. 93-236 which requires, among other items, that groundwater monitoring wells be installed 
and monitored at the Spanish Flat wastewater treatment facility. This item was originally scheduled for 
the 4 May 2006 meeting of the Regional Water Board.  However, based on discussions between 
Regional Water Board staff, the Discharger, and their attorney, the item was not heard.  Since that 
time, staff inspected the site and observed possible monitoring well locations.  However, the 
Discharger has not installed the wells, and in a 1 July 2006 letter and a 30 August 2006 conference call 
with Regional Water Board staff indicated that they did not believe that the groundwater monitoring 
requirement in Revised MRP was appropriate.   
 
Regional Water Board staff have prepared a third revised MRP providing extended timelines for the 
installation and monitoring of wells at this facility, and will ask that the Regional Water Board approve 
the MRP.

Only designated parties will have these rights: to call and examine witnesses; to introduce exhibits; to 
cross-examine opposing witnesses; to impeach any witness; and to rebut the evidence against him or 
her.  All other persons wishing to testify or provide comments are interested persons and not 
designated parties.  Such interested persons may request status as a designated party for purposes of 
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this hearing by submitting such request in writing to the Board no later than 14 September 2006.  The 
request must explain the basis for status as a designated party and in particular how the person is 
directly affected by the discharge. 
 
Persons wishing to comment on this noticed hearing item must submit testimony, evidence, if 
any, and/or comments in writing to the Regional Water Board no later than  
14 September 2006.  Written evidence or comments submitted after 14 September 2006 will 
not be accepted and will not be incorporated into the administrative record if doing so would 
prejudice any party.   
 
All designated parties and interested persons may speak at the Regional Water Board meeting, and 
are expected to orally summarize their written submittals. Oral testimony and cross examination 
will be limited in time by the Board Chair.
